Madison—W—The assembly indi- 


cated on several test votes today 
that it is willing to spend a maxi- 
mum of $650,000 annually for a 
state highway safety program — 
$100,000 less than was proposed by 
Governor LaFollette. 


Temporarily sidetracking the re- 


lief question, the house 
started 


work on a safety bill sponsored by 
anti-Progressive forces who oppos- 
ed the administration's plan of ap- 
propriating funds to the highway 
commission without strings. 


By a vote of 73 to 13 it raised the 


appropriation in.the Thomson-Pet- 
erson bill from $375,000 to $650,000 
and allowed $475.000 between next 
Oct. 1 and Aug. 1, 1938. 


Most of this money would go for 


a force of inspectors, which Repub- 
licans and Democrats demanded be 
placed under civil service to pre- 
vent political appointments. The 
governor had asked for 100 inspec- 
tors. The Thomson-Peterson bill 
proposed 50 and the house com- 
promised by an amendment fixing 
the number at 75. 


Delay in Senate 


Meanwhile the senate worked on 


an identical bill but made no prog- 
ress after Senator Roland Kannen- 
berg (P), Wausau. launched a fight 
against any civil service appoint- 
ment of inspectors except, by a 
blanket rating without examina- 
tions. Kannenberg opposed civil 
service tests for the 'state beverage 
tax division.

Final 
action on the amendment had not 
been taken at the noon recess. 


Speaker Paul Alfonsi of Pence 


and Progressive allies pushed a 
' $5,000,000 relief aid bill through the 
engrossment stage in the assembly 
yesterday after beating down at- 
tempts to limit the biennial allot- 
ment to $3.000.000. 


Engrossment was ordered on a 


voice vote. An attempt to suspend 
the rules and advance the bill to 
final passage was defeated by one 
vote. 


The house bill fixes a surtax of 


50 per cent on gifts and 
inherit- 


ances, the levy above present rates 
to expire July 1. 1941. A senate bill 
now before the assembly for con- 
currence sets the surtax rates at 30 
per cent. 


Sees Senate O. K. 


Administration floor leaders es- 


•timated the senate bill would pro- 
duce $3.000.000 revenue. Alfonsi said 
the additional 20 per cent surtax 
would increase income to at least 
$5.000.000. He said he believed the 
senate would accept the assembly 
bill. 


The house took time out in its re- 


lief discussion and concurred unani- 
mously in an administration bill re- 
vising statutes providing for collec- 
tion, compromise, and installment 
payment of delinquent income tax- 
es, thereby concluding legislative 
action on one of the three subjects 
listed in the special session call. 
It also adopted joint resolutions 


asking the governor to amend his 
call to allow enactment of fair trade 
practice codes and liberalization of 
the old age assistance laws. 
The 


resolution on codes was 
adopted 


while about 300 barbers, shoe re- 
builders and other tradesmen lis- 
tened to the proceedings. 


Governor pbcoiraged 


The code petitioners entered the 


assembly galleries and corridors af- 
ter Gox-crnor LaFollette spoke to 
them in the capitol rotunda. 
The 


chief executive declared he was dis- 
couraged over Ihe progress the leg- 
islature has made on subjects listed 
in his call. 


"If the legislature isn't willing to 


so to work. I don't propose to give 
it more material just for oratory." 
he said. "I still am hopeful the leg- 
islature will pass a relief bill and 
then be able to take up other sub- 
jects."

Vatican City—«>— Pope Pius XI 


today issued a dramatic encyclical 
which was construed as an attack 
on communist Russia, nazi Ger- 
many and the leftist-inclined gov- 
ernments of Spain and Mexico. 


The document, "An Encyclical 


Letter on the Rosary of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary," urged the Roman 
Catholic faithful to pray against the 
evils of communism and the tend- 
ency of some state leaders who war 
against communism to "exhume 
pagan errors and morals." 


The encyclical was published as 


the Italian press carried the texts 
of addresses in Berlin last night by 
Italian Premier Mussolini and Ger- 
man Chancellor Hitler. Both heads 
of state had inveighed against the 
threat of "bolshevism"' in Europe. 


The encyclical urged the practice 


of rosary devotion during October 
which is especially reserved on re- 
ligious calendars to homage for the 
maternity of the Virgin Mary. 


In an official 
summary "of 750 


words the Vatican secretariat of 
state said the encyclical credited 
the Virgin in the past with having 
been "victorious over all heresies." 


Dangers Remain 


The summary quoted the pontiffs 
letter as saying: 


"The dangers which threaten are 


no less grave than in the past: the 
world is observed to be in a moral 
and spiritual crisis due to the for- 
getfulness of God; deep dissensions 
rend the classes of society; on one 
hand communism rears itself in 
denial even of all right to private 
property; on the other, the cult of 
state and desire to restore order 
and public authority against the in- 
trigues of communism leads men to 
forget the wisdom of the gospels

Shanghai—OT->—A daring suicide 


squad of 20 Chinese soldiers sac- 
rificed their lives at dawn today in 
a desperate attempt that just failed 
to destroy the Japanese flagship 
Idzumo. 


As the mine they had propelled 


through the murky waters of the 
Whangpoo river blasted a 150-foot 
geyser of water and sprayed the 
Idzumo with sharpnel. the entire 
waterfront and the battle lines 
northwest of the city crashed into 
an inferno of war. 


Chinese declared the long-waited 


Japanese "big push" on the Shang- 
hai front had begun and the troops 
manning the defense lines stret- 
ching 2 miles northwest of the city 
had hurled back wave after wave 
of attacking Japanes infantry with 
terrific slaughter. 


The blast of the Chinese mine a 


few hundred wards to starboard of 
the Idzumo rocked the cruiser Au- 
gusta, flagship of the United States 
Asiatic fleet, and hurled American 
officers 
and 
sailors from 
their 


bunks. 


Elude Patrol Boats 


During the night the Chinese 


suicide squad, some swimming and 
some 
using 
sampans, 
gradually 


floated the mine from the Pootung 
shore, across the river from Shang- 
hai, through the line of Japanese 
patrol boats. 


Attached to the mine was a cable 


extending to the British-owned 
Shanghai new engineering docks on 
the Pootung shore. After moving 
stealthily for several hours, the 
soldiers reached the steel net which 
surrounds the Idzumo to protect the 
flagship from torpedoes and mines. 


They had just started to snip the 


net and slip the mine through when 
the first rays of dawn began to light 
up the mist rising on the river. 


A Japanese 
look out on the 


Idzumo spotted the suicide squad 
just as they were ready to push the 
mine through the net.

arrived from Europe today appar- 
ently planning to begin immediate- 
ly his duties as an associate justice 
of the supreme court. 


He maintained the silence which 


he refused to break, during his 
month-long visit in England and 
France, with regard to charges that 
he once received a life membership 
in the Ku Klux Klan. 


He made two things clear, how- 


ever. One was that he was going to 
Washington immediately, presum- 
ably to take his place on the court, 
which holds its first meeting of the 
fall term next Monday. The other 
was that he might yet make some 
statement, possibly over the radio, 
about the Klan issue. 


That he would take his seat 


seemed assured when he told news- 
men at the conclusion of an inter- 
view that they could reach him 
thereafter in Washington, "prob- 
ably in my office in the supreme 
court building." Mrs. Black gave a 
further inkling of the nature of the 
justice's plans when she said her 
first job in Washington would be 
house-hunting. 


Hints at Statement 


The justice indicated strongly 


that he may yet make some statei 
ment on the Klan charges, which 
were first raised in the senate dur- 
ing the argument over confirming 
his nomination and later were giv- 
en new impetus by newspaper stor- 
ies asserting not only that he once 
joined the hooded order but also 
that he had been given a life mem- 
bership.

immediately the Alabaman, smil- 
ing, said: 


"When I have any statement you

ture for seed. Canary grass is turn- 
ing many acres of otherwise almost 
worthless lowland into valuable 
pasture insurance against dry per- 
iods and drouth seasons, he states.

As Pasteur was concerned" with 


wine, the first clean milk campaign 
in this country was begun over pl- 
cohol. New York temperance lend- 
ers discovered that distillers were 
selling mash to dairy farmers and 
launched an investigation. 
While 


the milk contained no alcohol the 
filth revealed started a movement 
for cleaner dairying. 


At first critics raged against pas- 


teurization. But the greatest blot- 
to the opposition was struck just 
after '.he turn of the century" by 
two able New York physicians. 
They fed raw milk to one group of 
tenement children and pasteurized 
milk to another group, proving thit 
far more disease and deaths result- 
ed among children raised on raw 
milk. 


Pasteur loved children and would 


be overjoyed at the value of his 
process in saving life.

British Football Pool 


Is $200,000,000 Business

New York—The Glasgow Herald has published a study of the football 


pool which is the British equivalent of the American numbers racket. 
Though the football pool has been attacked on moral and economic 
grounds for years and is now governed by certain easy restrictions, it 
remains legal nevertheless, and the gross turnover in a season of thirty- 
six weeks, from August to April, is estimated at from 
$150.000.000 to $200,000.000. It is calculated that about 
0,000.000 Britons bet on the pools each week. 


There is no legal limit on the amount of profit 


which the promoters may deduct, but the large deal- 
ers, who arc now banded together in an association, 
profess to take down not more than 5 per cent for 
themselves. Their expenses are estimated at 15 per 
cent, leaving 80 per cent to be distributed in prizes. 


The claim that profit is limited to 5 per cent is 


not binding, and, as the Herald says, must be taken 
on trust, but the paper finds no evidence that the 
large dealers have exceeded that figure. Possibly 
they, like the promoters of the Irish hospitals' sweep, 
have decided that it would be wiser in the loryj run 
to take less than the law allows. 


The sweeps promoters arbitrarily limited their percentage to a fraction 


of their maximum legal due in the belief that they would create good 
will and thus last longer and eventually make more. Moreover, they arc 
way up in the income tax brackets even with their reduced percentage, 
and further profits would be almost 
entirely confiscated. The pool pro- 
moters may find themselves in the 
same situation. 
Some Dealers More 
Generous with Selves 


However, an 
independent pool 


operator has nothing but his con- 
science for his guide, and cases arc 
cited in which one dealer deducted 
77 per cent for profit and expenses 
and another held back 64 per .cent. 


The British football pool could 


not be operated in this country ex- 
cept as a racket because it depends 
on the postal service for existence. 


The mails carry the coupons on 


which 
the 
G.000.000 gamblers at- 


tempt 
to 
guess combinations of 


football scores and the money is 
transmitted in the form of postal 
orders. The volume 
is so greal 


that when, a few years ago. <he 
football proprietors threw the sys- 
tem 
out 
of gear temporarily by 


withholding the announcement of 
their matches, the postal receipts 
were visibly afTcctcd. The football 
people did not like to be the me- 
dium for the guessing name, but 
their gate receipts fell off so badly 
that they had to give up tlie strug- 
gle to shake loose the 
parasite. 


During their brief resistance it was 
pointed out that (he pools could not 
possibly corrupt the players, and it 
was pleaded also that thousands of 
men and women clerks employed 
in Liverpool and Edinburgh, where 
90 per cent of the pool business is 
concentrated, would be thrown out 
of work. 
Conduct Big Pools 
On Pari-MutucI Basis 


_The operators profess to conduct 


tKeir business on the pari-mutucl 
pattern, and it is likely that the big 
ones do. Thus they arc running a 
sure thing even though they mini- 
mize expenses and 
restrict 
their 


profits. Losses from bad debts, un- 
avoidable owing to a peculiarity of 
the British law requiring that all 
bets be made on credit, are deduct- 
ed from the kitty in the guise of ex- 


penses. The credit system is a dodge 
devised by the operators, to circum- 
vent a law which forbids the wag- 
ering of ready money except on the 
actual premises where the contest 
takes place. 
Consequently, 
each 


customer gets his first bet on credit 
and thereafter his remittance 
is 


supposed to cover the bet of 
the 


previous week.

who do not come through with 
their losings are spotted and black- 
lister by a 
marvelously efficient

On other occasions the Post-Crescent has 


directed the attention of its readers to a 
pronounced tendency in taxation laws 
of an evil nature, the effort to conceal 
from the people what they are actually 
paying for the maintenance of their gov- 
ernment or at least to soften the blow.

This administration has no copyright 


:': upon concealed taxes. It did not origin- 
;: ate them. But it has the prize. It has 


i; used the concealed tax more vigorously 


and more extensively than a half dozen 
preceding administrations put together. 


The principle is wrong, and what is 


worse, misleads the people to their ma- 


. terial detriment. 


A government ought 
to be 
honest 


! 
enough to let its people know the truth 


: 
and deal all its cards in plain view. 


Obviously because of the strain of debt 


and expense more people in this country 


i must pay income taxes, or other taxes in 
! some concealed manner. Mr. Vinson is 


proceeding upon the theory that the in- 
come tax exemptions must be dropped 
abruptly and the rates raised before we 
can balance the budget. That is right. 
But neither syrup nor flim-flam should 
be employed. 


As against the roar of discontent that 


is going to arise over this country if the 
people are permitted to see their bills 
and know what the Roosevelt profligacy 
has cost us the plan is to lessen the touch 
between the taxpayer and his government 
by making the employer retain a part of 
the taxpayer's salary. True, this is but 
a thin screen, yet it is a screen nonethe- 
less. 


It will serve another purpose too. 
It 


•will prevent many millions of Americans 
from learning the truth about our in- 
come tax laws, the nonsense that is in 
them, the impossible language employed,

Education is bound to make man more 


tolerant. 
And tolerance is a necessary 


quality in a people if a democracy is to 
function.

and plain in "The New World" when he 
wrote: 


"Human.destiny is a race between or- 


dered thought made effective through ed- 
ucation on the one side, and catastrophe 
on the other." 


JUSTICE AND JAZZ) 


The American Bar Association at Kan- 


sas City has hsd submitted to it a com- 
mittee report '.hat sums up the abuses 
that have developed in our courts and that 
have worried tn-.; majority of jurists and 
those who could be properly classed as 
responsible members of the bar 


The principal abuse is permitted or 


participated in by those judges and law- 
yers who direct activities in courts for 
the purpose of turning out racy "copy" 
of the sensation-monger type. 


The newspaper reading public has a 


legitimate interest in trial proceedings, 
and there is aroused in every person a 
curiosity over the clash of conflicting in- 
terests in courts that may be ratisfied just 
as legitimately. But there is little that 
can be said in defense of news reporting 
practices that surround courts with 5 atter- 
ies of cameras and stress the ssrcational 
or seek to exploit the views of jurors and 
of witnesses and thus exalt less ethical 
members of the bar who talk loudly and 
loosely for publication and use methods 
of blow-hard broadcasting to intimidate 
those better people who do not crave the 
limelight of publicity. 


We could nearly all agree thai courts 


must be places where justice is dispensed 
soberly and deliberately, and we should 
realize just as accurately that th-_- fanfare 
and ballyhoo that mark circus midways 
are bound to trip when they do not defeat 
justice entirely. 


Trials may be reported accurately, the 


public kept informed of .needful or in- 
teresting events, and all this without pan- 
dering to the morbidly curious or without 
attempting to twist charges and evidence 
just to please those who lick their chops 
with thrill when they can get an eye into 
some closet that rattles with skeletons. 


To the American Bar Association be- 


longs the first duty of publicly and of- 
ficially condemning the laxity that per- 
mits courts to be turned into sideshows, 
but mere condemnation is not enough. 
The Association will naturally outline a 
procedure to be adopted so that partici- 
pants in the unholy scheme of dragging 
courts of justice into the gutter may meet 
with suitable disciplinary action.

glass is made arc heated, they turn 
Into liquid. 
Thousands of yearj 


ago, men learned they could blow 
through tubes and make the liquid 
glass into shapes they desired. 


In the year 1827, a carpenter in 


Sandwich. Mass.. had an idea. He 
had watched the blowing of glass, 
and had noticed it took a Ions lime 
to make a bottle or other object. 
Also it was hard to make the glass 


vessel in exactly the size and shape 
desired. 


"Why 
not find a way to press the 


hot glass into shape?" he asked 
himself. 


The carpenter answered this ques 


tion by doing that very thing. He 
found how to press the liquid glass. 
and how to form things in special 
shapes and sizes. 


Since that discovery, great prog- 


ress had been made in producing 
glass vessels without the help of 
glass blowers. Each year factories 
turn out millions of glass tumblers, 
milk bottles, and so on. These are 
pressed or cast, and are of stand- 
ard size and shape. 


The glass beads usually called 


"pearl beads" arc made in different 
ways, but here is a common meth- 
od of making them in France: 


The scales of thousands of fish 


are ground into powder. .The pow- 
der, and some wax, are blown into 
little glass balls. In a single work- 
ing day. an expert glass blower can 
blow 6,000 beads. 


Venice, Italy is famed for the 


glass beads made there. Millions 
of glass beads of many colors have 
been turned out in that city of is- 
lands and canals. Venetian glass- 
blowers have been famed for more 
than 400 years.

Diligence by Patrons 


A ids Library Operation

When a book isn't exactly where 


it ought to be, they do not bother 
to look further, while it may be in- 
dexed in a dozen different ways, 
she added. 


It is the doubting reader who ac- 


complishes things, and if he doesn't 
find what he is looking for, he 
doesn't give up and charge it all 
to the "inefficiency" of thc library, 
the librarian said. 


"An elderly man not long ago 


came into the library and asked for 
a book." Miss Hart related. '"He 
didn't know the name of the book 
nor the author, but he remembered 
that it was rather small and that 
the cover was blue. But he didn't 
know the exact shade of blue. He 
had read the book when he was a 
little boy, and he wanted to reread 
it." Naturally, he didn't get the 
book, she added. 


Some Hide Books 


"There are other types of patrons, 


especially those who think it is a 
bright idea to cache books or hide 
them so nobody but themselves will 
know where they are," 
she ex- 


plained. 


"That doesn't 
do them much 


good," she added, "for the person 
who hides books won't find them 
where they left them because thc 
chances are that in 'reading thc 
shelves', which is a constant check- 
up procedure followed by nearly 
all librarians, the books will be 
discovered and returned to their 
normal places." 


Miss Hart added that the best 


way to get the most out of thc li- 
brary's facilities is to be sure you 
know what you want, having the 
exact title of the book and be able 
to spell the author's name correct- 
ly. If you cannot 
find 
what you 


want go to the catalog. 


As a last resort take your trou- 


bles to any one of the librarians 
who may have other ideas about 
where the book is indexed. Or the 
librarians may find that the infor- 
mation you want is contained in a 
periodical and that all you need is 
help in learning how to read the 
periodical guide.
